Auto Sales Firm 


Springfield, 111., Oct. 11.—(JP)—A 
receiver reported today he found 
asset's estimated at $35,000 at the 
Motor Sales cmpany operated by 
Robert 
L. Knetzer, 
Edwardsville 
dealer in nearly new cars. 


The receiver, William C. Dunham, 
also reported to the federal court 
that Knetzer had only $216 credited 
to his individual account at an Ed- 
wardsville bank. 


William G. Horsley of Springfield, 
attorney for the receiver, said not 
all of Knetzer's assets are known as 
yet. 


Horsley said the receiver hopes to 
collect $500,000 "which we believe 
Knetzer already has refunded" to 
prospective buyers who left deposits 
with the automobile dealer. 


Horsley said the bankruptcy law 
provides that any money given to 
creditors within 
four months of 
final bankruptcy adjudication can 
be recovered 
by the receiver for 
sharing by all creditors and not a 
"preferred few." 


To collect the $500,000 would re- 
quire about 500 separate suits, Hors- 
ley added.

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Suffocation Blamed 
For Death Of Henry 
Baby Monday Morning 


Patricia Ann Henry, 13 months old child of Mr. and Mrs. 
James Henry, died from accidental suffocation with a contri- 
butory cause of the house burning due to the explosion of 
gasoline while the mother was cleaning garments, according 
to the verdict of a coroner's jury Monday night. 


The Henry baby was carried 
from a second-floor 
bed of 
the blazing home at 205 Franklin street, shortly after firemen 
arrived at the scene at about 10:15 o'clock Monday morning. 
She was rushed to Our Saviour's hospital, where she was pro- 
nounced dead.

Mother's Testimony 


Mrs. Henry stated that she put 
the baby to bed at about 10 a.m. and 
that the little girl soon fell to sleep. 
Mrs. Henry then went downstairs 
and put some water on a gas stove to 
heat. She was using some gasoline 
In a pan to clean the clothes of her 
husband, who works in a filling 
station on South Main street, when 
the room burst into flumes. 


"I jumped away from the fire," 
said Mrs. Henry, whose burned legs 
were covered with bandages, "and 
then tried to go upstairs. But the 
fire was already eating up the stair- 
case and flames were leaping to the 
ceiling of the kitchen." 


"I went outside and called for help. 
A lady next door telephoned the fire 
department." 


Mrs. Henry told the jury that the 
stove was over five feet from the 
spot where she was cleaning the 
clothes. 


She also stated that the baby 
could walk. 
Lonergan's Statement 


Chief Lonergan, the second wit- 
ness, reported that firemen received 
an alarm at 10:13 a.m. "Before we 
turned off South Main street, we 
could see considerable smoke rising," 
he said. 


"There was a fire plug in front of 
the house, and as soon as we had 
hooked up a line, we heard Mrs. 
Henry calling that her baby was up- 
stairs. 


"Some men had tried to make a 
rescue before we arrived and had 
left two windows open, creating a 
draft! That's why we saw so much 
smoke. 


"We put on masks and tried to go 
in the windows and up the stairs, 
but we couldn't make it. We forced 
a ladder through a window in the 
baby's own room, then went in and 
got her.

Handed Out Window 


Chief Lonergan crawled through 
fire and smoke in the second floor 
bedroom to reach the child. He 
handed her out of the window to 
Fireman Joe Sulivan. 


Prior to the arrival of the de- 
partment 
equipment, Richard 
B. 
Lewis, owner of a garbage truck, and 
one of his helpers ran to the house 
and tried to get in. They were driven 
back by heat and smoke. 


A resuscitator was dispatched from 
the fire department to the Henry 
home in a police car driven by Of- 
ficer Arthur L. Woods. He encount- 
ered traffic interference both on the 
square and South Main street al- 
though the siren on his car was wide 
open. 


Woods said several drivers would 
not pull over promptly. Despite the 
delay he arrived with the life-sav- 
ing equipment within a few minutes. 


Mrs. Henry was hysterical when 
the firemen reached the scene. She 
and her husband rushed to the hos- 
pital with the baby. 


The child's body was badly burned. 
Centers In Kitchen 


Firemen used lines of water to 
drench the blaze which centered in 
the kitchen. It burned almost di- 
rectly upward into the second floor. 


A crowd of neighbors stood help- 
lessly in the street for a few min- 
utes, knowing that the child was 
trapped in the house, but unable to 
effect a rescue. 


Patricia Ann was the only child of 
the young couple. 


Funeral services will be held Wed- 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock at the 
Neece funeral home in Waverly. The 
Rev. Bronson Smith, pastor of the 
.Methodist church in Waverly, will 
officiate.

Mary Jean Hughes, 16, was in- 
jured, apparently only slightly, in 
a collision between a city bus and 
a truck at the corner of South Clay 
and East Baecher avennes Monday 
night at about 8:30 o'clock. 


Miss Hughes, who complained of a 
side injury, was released from Pas- 
savant Hospital after examination 
by Dr. Ellsworth Black. 


The pickup truck, driven by Nick 
Hughes, 760 South West street, and 
the bus, driven by Harley Holt, 521 
Sherman street, were both going 
north on Clay at the time of the 
collision. The truck was moving 
slowly prior to turning left on Beech- 
er. 


The truck struck the right side 
of the bus near the rear exit door 
and also damaged the right rear side 
of the other vehicle. The front left 
fender and headlight on the truck 
were damaged. 


Miss Hughes was standing in the 
rear of the truck at the time of the 
collision. She was knocked down 
onto the bed of the vehicle. 


She was taken to the hospital in 
the bus. 


Officers Spreen and Smith of the 
Jacksonville police department in- 
vestigated the crash. 


Mrs. taught music in the Colored Mission 
schools at Tuguloo, Miss, and Talad- 
ago, Ala.

On June 20, 1904 her marriage to 
James A. Parsons of Jacksonville, a 
well known insurance executive, took 
place. 
Her husband died in 1905. 
Later, following of her sister, Mrs. 
Caroline Elizabeth Frackelton of 
Cleveland Ohio, wife of David W. 
Frackelton, Mrs. Parsons spent a 
number of years in Cleveland assist- 
ing in the care of her two small 
neices. 
Later she spent five years 
in residence at Chicago Commons as 
a volunteer worker. 


At the time of her death she was 
a member of the Calvary Congrega- 
tional church of Cleveland, Ohio, 
where funeral services will be held 
Friday. 


Surviving are a sister Mrs. Henry 
Bent of Columbia, Mo., her step- 
daughter, Mrs. H. W. King; two 
neices Mrs. Elizabeth 
Frjckleton
